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SAVAGE SHOOTING 
Deputy Sheriffs Fire Upon a 
Mob of Strikers. 


FIVE MEN AND ONE WOMAN KILLED. 


Terrible Scenes at the East St. Louis Yards 
—Gov. Oglesby Calis Gut the 
Militia. 


Assocrated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Sr. Louis, April 9.—Ever niuece the 
railroad employés in East St. Louis 
ceased work, in support of the striking 
Kuights on the Gould South western 
system, rumors of riots and bloodshed 
have daily gsined circulation, but until 
to-day no serious conflict has occurred. 
To-day opened with but little prospect of 
serious tronble, although some of the 
strikers intimated that the roads would 
find it less easy to run trains than they 
had anticipated. Early in the morning 
the yards presented an animated scene. 
Switch engines were running up the 
trains; platiorm men were busy 
and unloading and 
Telus were arriving and departing 
without apy interference. This con- 
ditioa of affairs continued until noon, 
and it was thought that the day would- 
pass without auy demonstration by the 
strikers, At that hour, however, the 
trouble, which afterward grew to such 
alarming proportions, began. A num. 
ber of strikers, without 
having formed any prevoncerted plan, 
congregated at the relay depot be- 
gan a general discussion of the situa 
tion. As time passed, their niimber 
augmented until the original knot of 
men increased to fally 

THE CROWD BECOMES a MOB. 

The discussion became animated, and 
the crowd more demonstrative, until 
someone proposed that they go to the 
Louisville and Nashville yards and 
drive ont the men employed there. The 
ery, to the Nashville yards" was 
caught up, and the crowd advanced. 
As they proceeded their numbers again 
increased, some joining the mob simply 
a8 spectators, while others were in fall 
sympathy with the movement, until 
300 to 400 were advancing toward the 
fards, and persuaded the men at work 


to dcsert their posts. The crowd 
‘remained in the yards for same 
ume, and although considerable 


excitement prevailed no violence was 
resorted to. Just at this time, how- 
ever, a Louisville and Nashville cate 
train was slowly paésing, guarded 
eight deputy sberifi:, armed with Wine 
chester rifles. In the meantime a crowd 
of men, women and children hed 
congregated on Broadway, where the 
Lovisville and Nashville tracks cross 
the street, and also upon the Broadway 
bridge which spans Oahokia Creek, and 
in the open space to the east. Just as 
the train reached the Broadway cross- 
ing the tronbie began. The crowd on 
the bridge began to yell and jeer at the 
officers, and, it is asserted, stones were 
thrown, which strack two or three of 
them, and it is also said that a pistol 
was 
A DEADLY VOLLEY. 

The deputies immediately leveled 
their rifles and fired two volleys into 
the crowd on the bridge with fate’ 
effect, four men being killed and a 
woman mortally wounded. The killed 
are Patrick Drisco!, a Wubash ecction 
band, not a striker; Oscar Washington, 
& painter, not striker; John Bonner, 
a coal miner, net striker; Maj. Rich- 
man, a iil! employsé, not a striker; and 


Mra. Pieiffer, said to be the wife 
of a striker, was shot in the back 
and mortally wounded. The great- 


est excitement immediately followed, 
and pandemonium reigned. The crowd 
fied in every direction, and when the 
deputies realized how fearful was the 
result of their fire, they sought meara 
of escape by rushing for the bridge 
with a view to fleeing to this city. At 
the approech and just at the bridge 
tower on the east side, they were met 
by Mayor Joyce, City Clerk Canty, and 
a third man, who seized the deputies’ 
guns and endeavored to turn them 
back. One of the deputies, in his ter- 
ror, fred upon the trio,) killing a man 
named ©. E. Thompson, who stood 
between Joyceand Canty. Some shots 
were fired by the remaining deputies at 
the approaching strikers and all started 
over the bridge. 
A FEARFUL &CENB. 

“The scene on tho bridge was one of 
the wildest confnsion and excitement. 
Coal teams and other teams and wagons 
were galloping westward, apd their 
drivers shouting to all pedestrians and 
teamsters to run beck. Women and 
menon foot were ruvning toward the 
city and waiviog back all they met, 
while immediately behind came the 
deputies, pursued by the vanguard of 
the crowd from East St. Louis. One of 
the frightened guards threw his gun 


linto the river, while another hid bis 


weapon in a wagon that was in fall re- 
treat.

Gladstone’s Home Rule Bill 
Under Fire. 


CHAMBERLAIN LEADS THE ASSAULT. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Lonpon, April 9—The House of 
Commons was again crowded. Among 
the visitora were the Dukes of Con- 
naught and Cambridge and many peers 
and ambassadors. Although the attend- 
auce shows the intense interest that is 
taken in the progress of the debate on 
the Irish bill, public excitement has 
somewhat abated. Mr. Gladstone was 
heartily cheered when he arose and said 
that the debate would be continued un- 
til Monday, when he hoped to close the 
discussion. He announced that the 
Budget would be introduced on Tues- 
day, and the Irish Land bill on that 
day, the latter being a necessary sup- 
plement to the Home Rule bill. He 
proposed that the House adjourn for a 
week's holiday at Easter. 

Mr, Chamberlain was réceived with 
faint cheer upon arising. He said he 
rose more for the purpose of making a 
personal explanation than with the 
object cf entering upon a detailed dis- 


cussion of the speech of Mr. Gladstone. 


Continuing, be said that when he was 
asked to join the movement he told 
Mr. Gladstone that he did not think it 
possible to reconcile a separate parlia- 
ment at Dabdlin, as demanded by the 
Frish members, with the conditions of 
full guarantees for the security of the 
empire, and Mr. Gladstone informed 
bim that all he wanted then was an in- 
dependent inquiry into the subject of 
the goverament of Ireland.
